AST week we noted that the 
enemies of the Catholic 
Church in the United States, 
even when they are high church- 
men of other religions, imitate 
the Russian way of denunciation 
without valid reasons. We ob- 
served that Malik and Vishinsky 
have been delivering tirades 
against the United States day 
after day and, before world au- 
diences, have accused her of the 
very things of which their own 
country is guilty. They accuse 
us, for instance, of having in- 
vaded Korea, of being guilty of 
acts of aggression towards For- 
mosa, etc. Now none of these 
things is true of the United 
States, but they are very true of 
the accusers of the United 
States. 

In the same way the accusa- 
tions leveled against the Catho- 
lic Church by. organized anti- 
Catholicism are far more true of 
the accusers than they are of the 
accused. More than once we 
have taken up the whole litany 
of accusations and haye proven 
to.the satisfaction of any unpre- 
judiced person that they are 
practically all libels, and that the 
Church’s critics have banded to- 
gether to do the very things of 
which they accuse Catholics. 

The Catholic Church is accus- 
tomed to persecution. Her 
Founder declared that she would 
be treated in the same manner 


as He was. Was Christ an evil 
person because He was perse- 
cuted unto death? Were all the 
Apostles evil because they un- 
derwent martyrdom? Are the 
Bishops of Czechoslovakia or 
Hungary, who, today, are being 
arrested, one by one, guilty be- 
cause they are accused by a 
Communist court of treason to a 
Communist government?

We Owe It To Ourselves 


greta is observed through- 

out the United Sates as Cath- 
olic Press Month. It was selected 
a number of years ago by the 
Holy Father and the Bishops of 
the United States because it fol- 
lows immediately after the feast 
of St. Francis de Sales, patron of 
the Catholic Press. The feast is 
January 29. 


The idea of Catholic Press Month 
is simply that which underlies the 
many special “days” or “weeks” 
which are set aside in our country 
to emphasis a particular need or 
seek support for a specified cause. 
We have our national “Cancer 
Week,” our drives for funds to 
treat victims of “Polio” and to fin- 
ance research to determine its 
cause and possible cure. There are 
many others with which you are 
familiar. 


In Catholic Press Month, then, 
the Bishops of the United States 
would draw your attention to the 


apostolate of the diocesan news- 
papers, national publications of in- 
struction and comment, magazines 
and other periodicals which make 
up the Catholic Press. And they 
encourage you to take part in that 
apostolate. 


Theologians frequently tell us 
that a Catholic is bound in con- 
science to subscribe to and read 
at least one Catholic periodical. 
That is undoubtedly true. But, 
as a layman and a father, I like 
to stress the apparent fact that 
our moral duty in this regard is 
not so much to the Cathélic Press 
as it is to ourselves and our fam- 
ilies. 

The Catholic Press can probably 
get along without you or my sup- 
port. But can we get along with- 
out the Catholic Press? We can- 
not if we hope to be fully informed 
Catholics living in accord with the 
mind of the Church.

their loyalty not only to Christ, 
but to the people of their nation 
who were forced to accept the 
governments under which they 
live. Every one of these Bishops 
has been a patriot both in the 
civil and in the ecclesiastical 
sense. None of them has been an 
appeaser in matters where con- 
science and_ responsibility to 
God must motivate decisions. 
This lack of appeasement cannot 
be claimed by critics of the 
Catholic Church except in a few 
instances. 

Norbert Mahlen, writing in 
The New Leader, December 25, 
1950, reports a meeting in West 
Berlin of the “major German 
youth organizations.” This 
writer observed: ‘“Representa- 
tives of the Boy Scouts, sports 
associations, Catholic, Social 
Democrats, and Trade Union 
Youth groups attended the meet- 
ing. But the Youth Chamber of 
the Evangelical Church, which 
represents Protestant youth 
groups, declined to send dele- 
gates. The reason? ‘The sub- 
ject of the meeting might offend 
the Soviet and this we must 
avoid by all means.’ ”’ 

Norbert Mahlen does _ not 
accuse these young Protestants 
with Communist sympathy, but 
he writes: “They act the way the 
Communists want them to act.

Our Unrealized Dream 


Let's Complete Now The ‘Palace For Our Queen’

W/REN I proposed a few weeks 
ago that we American Catho- 
lics utter a great corporate prayer 
for peace by proceeding at once 
to complete the National Shrine 
of the Immaculate Conception in 
Washington, I did not realize that 
this church, when finished, will be 
one of the eight great basilicas of 
the world. 

Now that I know more about it, 
I am more than ever of the opinion 
that in all conscience we ought to 
rear this magnificent structure as 


soon as possible and offer it as a 
concrete plea to God for the 
preservation of America and man- 
kind in the present peril. 


Several times I have visited the 
National Shrine, or rather the 
crypt which is all there is of it at 
present. And I shouldn’t say “all 
there is of it,” because even the 
crypt alone—although itself not 
yet finished—is a place of awe- 
inspiring majesty and heart-touch- 
ing beauty. 

But on every visit I have been 


saddened by the ugly and depress- 
ing sight of the dismal empty roof 
of the crypt (or floor of the 
basilica) with its concrete bones | 
bare to the weather, testifying to 
all who pass that way that in our 
nation’s capital, America’s Catho- 
lies are represented by an un- 
realized dream. 


The contrast between this vast, 
empty and abandoned-looking ex- 
panse of foundation and the noble 
national buildings like the Lincoln 
and Jefferson Memorials, the

So overwhelming is the impresy 
sion of a kind of constructional 
desolation, like that of a half-built 
house with boarded-up windows, 
that I, for one, never really grasped 
the fact that this shrine, when 
completed, will be the most glorious 
of all the glorious buildings in this 
city which belongs to all Amer- 
icans. 


I have just been reading a de- 
scription of the structure in Dr. 
William Kennedy’s “History of the 
National Shrine”; and I am joy- 
fully staggered by his statement 
that it is “designed to be the 
greatest church edifice in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, and one of the few 
ma ificent basilicas in all the 
world.” 3 

This is as it should be. Amer- 
icans should not be content. with 
less. “The National Shrine,” writes 
Dr. Kennedy, “is intended to rank 
with the eight great temples of the 
world: St. Peter’s, Rome . . . and 
the cathedrals of Notre Dame, 
Chartres, Rheims, Seville, Stras- 
bourg, Florence and Milan.” 

He then proceeded to give us 
some breathtaking statistics. “This 
shrine will have the vast overall 
length of 465 feet, and its main

The Catholic religion with its 
churches, cathedrals, convents, 
schools, colleges, etc., is recog- 
nized as the richest single organi- 
zation in the world. Yet today 
there are millions of people in 
the world who have not had an 
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Catholic schools and colleges cost 
no more than public schools and 
colleges and there is hardly any- 
body who would say that any such 
institution is overdone. Convents 
are ordinary dwelling places for 
the Sisters, who certainly have no 
luxuries within them either in the 
way of furniture or decoration. 
They are large or small in accord- 
ance with the number of Sisters 
who live in them. 


The Catholic Church has engaged 
in Missionary endeavors to the ex- 
tent of its capacity. The Church 
lacks clergy even for the Home 
Missions and, therefore, cannot 
spare them to the number she 
would like for the Foreign Mis- 
sions. 


If there are some nations only 
nominally Catholic, it is because 


they have lacked Catholic clergy. 
For instance, if all the priests now 
working in the United States were 
to move to South America, they, 
added to all those already down 
there, would each have 4,000 souls 
to look after. South America 
needs 150,000 priests properly to 
serve the people. 


A great many of the churches 
of France are closed because of 
lack of priests. In Germany the 
Church needs hundreds of new 
churches and a couple of thou- 
sand more priests to take care of a 
new Catholic population which 
has come into the eastern part. 
They are the 13,000,000 expellees 
from eastern Germany, once be- 
longing chiefly to Poland. 


Using the same logic used in 
the answer to your third question, 
God might be quite satisfied to 
choose a stable for worship, but it 
is certainly not a credit to His 
children to offer Him a stable. 
God Himself was the architect and 
designer of the Temple which Solo- 
mon built for Him, and if you will 
read the description of it in the 
Old Testament you will note that 
it was the most beautiful thing 
which the ingenuity of man was 
able to make.

he arises early in his poverty-stricken abode. All is darkness 
around him, but that is nothing new. It is always dark for

As he walks along, tapping his 
stick before him, his only thought 
is how much he wants to be able to 
see, and how he has heard of a man 
called Jesus who works miracles.

He passes various people, and 
his sensitive ears recognize dif- 
ferent footsteps of those he meets 
reguiarly each day.

Catholics are the only ones who 

take Christ as their “Sav- 

ior.” If any people “believe” in 
Him, Catholics do. 

The first church of importance 
built after the Christian religion 
was given its freedom by Constan- 
tine, was dedicated in Rome to 
“The Holy Savior,” and this dedi- 
cation is still commemorated by a 
feast in the Catholic Church. The 
Church was built by Constantine 
and he was later baptized there. 
It was consecrated by Pope Syl- 
vester in the year 431. 


For nearly 300 years previous 
Christians had to live in catacombs 
under the city of Rome and could 
not have churches as we know 
them today. The first Christians 
met in the homes of people for 
their public worship. 

But most Catholics carry on their 
person every day of their lives a 
reminder of Christ the Savior; mil- 
hons of them receive Him daily 
in Holy Communion. Even when 
they honor Mary they honor her 
as the mother of their Savior, 
through whom the Church directs 
all her official prayers to God the 
Father. 

Hence it is not true that these 
“three great principles” were vital, 
either at the time of the Reform- 
ation or since. They have no sup- 
port in Scripture itself, 
Protestants hold to be “their only 
rule of faith.”

the United States are sincere in 
the strange notions they enter- 
tain about your Church. It 
would be well for you to have 
an acquaintance with their men- 
tality, and that mentality is well 
reflected in the questions they 
and in the observations 
they make concerning them. 
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The Bishop. of St. Augustine 
said recently that a strong Com- 
munism might readily subdue a 
weak Christendom. You need 
not to be told that Communism 
is “strong” and every observant 
person can learn for himself 
that Christendom is extremely 
“weak.” 

Ours has been declared, even 
by a Supreme Court decision, a 
“Christian nation.” It was more 
or less that at the time of this 
decision, but to-day one-half of 
its citizenry is not even asso- 
ciated with any religious or- 
ganization, and is religiously and 
spiritually extremely illiterate. 
It cannot talk about religion, 
concerning which it knows noth- 
ing. Therefore it can contribute 
nothing to healthy discussions on 
the subject. 

Most of our political represen- 
tatives in Congress or the State 
Department, or even on the Su- 
preme Court, also know too little 
about religion to discuss it in- 
telligently. 

God must depend, therefore, 
on Catholics to show the way. He 
expects them to be “strong in 
their faith,” to live it, and to 
show others that living it makes

to such a degree that the average 
person pays only lip service to 
that Code. As long as such is the 
condition of society God must 
afflict it, and He usually does 
afflict it through non-Christian 
nations. That is what is hap- 
pening today. . 

Hence you should truly re-

N.D. Grads Told 
Spirit Forces Can

“This is no war over frontiers, 
or between peoples, or between con- 
tinents,” Father Murray told the 
Notre Dame graduates. “It is a 
clash of forces that know no front- 
iers, for each seeks a zone of in- 
fluence that is unlimited. Most 
simply, and therefore most funda- 
mentally, the great battle rages 
between the forces of materialism 
and the forces of the spirit.” 


The Commencement speaker des- 
cribed the Soviet philosophy as “a 
materialism that has been fashion- 
ed into a metaphysic, and offered 
as a total explanation of human 
life, a theory of history, a complete 
guide for the action of man in his- 
tory. ..a materialism that has 
been raised to the status of an 


idea, to the dignity of a religion.” 


“This is why it has a revolu- 
tionary power,” Father Murray de- 
clared. “This, too, is why it can 
only, in the end, be opposed by a 
still more revolutionary power— 
the spirit of man in alliance with 
the spirit of God.” 

Father Murray warned, however, 
that the “metaphysical materialism 
that, in its formidable alliance with 
Soviet power, threatens the world 
today, cannot be overcome by that 

ractical materialism which, in al- 
lance with sentimental moral 
idealism, has been the major force 
behind what is called ‘the Amer- 
ican way of life.’” 

“The task, then, is to affirm— 
by word, by deed, by the whole 
quality of your lives — your op- 

sition to materialism,” Father 

urray told the graduates. “To the 
vulgar ‘materialism of the digest- 
ive tubes,’ as it has been called— 
the philosophy of comfort and 
amusement and material success. 
To the practical materialism that 
puts its total trust in machinery 
and science and knows no other 
norm of truth or goodness than the 
purely pragmatic. To the political 
materialism of those men to whom 
principle means nothing and ex- 
pediency is all. To all these forms 
of the enemy in our very midst. 
And then to the mighty metaphys- 
ical materialism that looms out of 
the East. 

“The task is the affirmation of 
an opposition. But it is also the 
affirmation of something more pos- 
itive. There are, in fact, positive 
affirmations to be made: 

“First, you, as educated men, 
have to affirm your belief in rea- 
son, in intelligence. Professor Or- 
ton has well said that ‘the function 


of the intellectual is to maintain 


that pressure of reason upon mere 
circumstance from which along 


true meaning, for the rational an- 


imal, emerges.’ Never more than 


to believe, and act on that belief, 
that a rationalization of man’s pol- 
itical and economical life is pos- 
sible. It is an intention of nature—. 

“Secondly, you, as Christians, 
have to affirm your faith. Perhaps 
the element of faith that. chiefly 
need affirmation is one intimately 
linked to the central mystery of 
our faith, the Incarnation. I mean 
faith in the providence of God our 
Father. Belief in God’s providence 
means denial of the insidious pagan 
tenet, resurgent today, that the 
course of humanity through time 
and history is guided by fatality or 
that it sets toward meaningless— 
even the meaningless of the earthly 
kingdom of God of Communist 
theory.” 

Father Flynn, in the Baccalau- 
reate Sermon Sunday morning, de- 
clared that it is the “denial of God 
and of the nature of man which 
has ruined most of Europe, which 
has debauched Russia, and which 
has brought the United States to 
its present fearful peril.” 

The President of St. Thomas 
College decried many college and 
universities in the United States 
for educating their students with 
teachings which “deny the super- 
natural, which regard man as an 
irrational animal, truth as relat- 
ive, and morals a set of supersti- 
tious taboos.” 

In his sermon to the Notre 
Dame senior class, Father Flynn 
continued: “But, my dear young 
men, let me repeat it: you are not 
a part of this shame. You are 
inheritors of the Christian culture 
of the past. To you is given the 
exalted honor of standing out 
against the fury of the paganism 
which is sweeping in upon us. Let 
me remind you that in a storm it 
is the rootless things, the flimsy 
things that give way. It is the 
tumble weed that is rolled about 
until it vanishes; it is the jerry 
built shanty that crashes first. It 
is the sturdy oak that survives, 
because its roots are deep; it is 
the sturdy house built on a solid 
foundation which stands fast.” 

Father Flynn charged the Notre 
Dame graduating class with the 
responsibility.of “calling men back 
from expediency to justice, from 
faithlessness to loyalty, from 
weakness to strength, from pur- 
blindness to vision,” because “you 
are the men with a well-founded 
philosophy of life to whom the 
world must look for leadership.” 

“This is not the first time the 
world has faced a crisis,” the edu- 
eator pointed out, “Those who are 
forever telling us to study the fut- 
ure might profitably, I think, take 
a look at the past. 

“All history, as we know, is a 
part of God’s mysterious plan. Al- 
ways in a crisis God has raised up 
a force to fight evil, to retard if 
not dam up wholly the streaming 
torrents of sin. The role assigned 
us today is a glorious one. We who 
have had the advantage of training 
in a University like this must feel 
a high sense of duty and of priv- 
ilege to think that today God’s case 
is in our hands.”

M‘Mahon’s Resolution 

Seeks To Penetrate 

‘Iron Curtain’ With Truth 
By J. J. GILBERT 


Washington—(NC)— The pur- 
pose of Senator Brien McMahon of 
Connecticut in proposing that the 
U. S. Senate adopt a resolution 
“expressing friendship for the 


people of Russia by the people of 
the United States” is to counter- 


act the propaganda of the Soviet 
Russian leaders that Americans 
are “warmongers.” 


This was not immediately clear 
to many who read the proposal 
of the Chairman of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee, 
who is also a member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee. 
It can, however, be said to be the 
aim of the Senator and it presents 
an interesting topic for thought, 
particularly in these times. 


Of course, the United States 
has denied time after time that 
it is warmongering, and President 
Truman has said publicly many 
times that the great ambition of 
his administration is to achieve 


real peace among nations. Sena- 
tor McMahon’s proposal now 
brings into the open a fact that 
people have known more or less 
privately for a long time. Our 
protestations of good will do not 
reach the right people. In sug- 
esting that we address ourselves 
directly to the people of Russia 
themselves, the Senator is pro- 
osing an approach which has 
en contemplated, but about 
which nothing substantial seems 
to have been done to date. 


This is particularly interesting 
at the moment, because recently 
some experts on Russia have come 
forward to say the Russian people 
are tired and disillusioned and do 
not want war. 


The Iron Curtain being what it 
is, how can anyone tell what is go- 
ing on in the minds of the Russian 
people? Experts on Russia reply 
that we can’t know as well as we 
would like to, but that there are 
certain guide posts which can give 
us a pretty fair idea. These ex- 

rts talk to people, including 

iplomats and refugees, who come 

out from behind the Iron Curtain. 
They read Russian publications 
with a critical and discerning eye. 
What these publications say in a 
round about way, and what they 
do not say at all, give the experts 
some very good leads. 


For example, intensification of 
Kremlin outbursts against Amer- 
icans as “warmongers” could 
mean that the rulers of Russia 
feel the people are becoming too 
placid in their outlook on inter- 
national affairs. The fact that 
uniforms have been issued to 
workers and military ranks have 
been accorded to some of them 
according to their production rec- 
ords, indicates to informed persons 
that the Kremlin feels production 
needs stimulation.

Fort Wayne CYO 
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Bombing Of Red 
Chinese Bases 
Urged By Budenz 


South Orange, N. J.,—(NC)— 
Bombing of Chinese communist 
bases in Manchuria by American 
lanes was advocated by Louis F. 
udenz, former communist editor 
and now a Fordham University 
teacher, at a meeting of the Bay- 
ley Seton LeLague here at Seton 
Hall University. 


“If the Manchurian bases were 
bombed,” Mr. Budenz declared, 
“Chinese Communist forces would 
be in serious distress. Mao’s right 
arm would be tied behind his 
back.” (He referred to Mao Tse- 
tung, Chinese communist leader.) 

Mr. Budenz said he is unable to 
understand why American forces 
could not bomb an attacking 
enemy, nor why the forces of 
Chiang Kai-shek are not being 
used against the communists. He 
said Americans, generally, do not 
comprehend the real nature of 
the communist foe. He declared: 
“We are not facing reality. We 
should realize:that any and every 
member of a communist front is 
our enemy.” 

The United States faces its 
greatest danger in communism, 
he said. Stalin’s greatest victories 
have been won “not in Poland nor 
in China, but in this country 
through the power of his fifth 
column which has spread its in- 
fluence and infiltration in radio, 
motion pictures and the press.” 

Prayer and penance were advo- 
cated by Mr. Budenz as the most 
effective means of defeating com- 
munism.

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New Catholic 
Publishing Firm 
Set Up In Japan 


Tokyo —(NC)— The establish- 
ment of a new Catholic publishing 
firm, a new convent and a press 
center and the formation of 50 
study clubs in a single parish test- 
ify to the virility and continuing 
spread of the apostolate in Japan. 

Veritas Shoin is the name of the 
new publishing concern opened by 
the Dominican Fathers at St. 
Thomas Institute at Kyoto. The 
first two books published there 
have just come off the press and 
a third, a history of the early 
Christians in the Kagoshima area, 
where St. Francis Xavier landed in 
1549, is slated to appear soon. 
First of the new books is St. Aug- 
ustine’s “De Vera Religione” (On 
the True Religion) in Japanese 
and the othér is a Japanese trans- 
lation of Father Philippon’s work 
on the spiritual doctrine of Sister 
Elizabeth of the Holy Trinity, a 
Carmelite nun who died at Dijon, 
France, in 1906 at the age of 26.

Get Them 


The beginning of the Lenten 
Season might be the right time to 
go after those young men and wo- 
men who up to the present have 
not been interested in the work of 
your C. Y. O. It might center 
around a Day of Recollection for 
the unmarried group, or a “Learn 
more about your parish Patron 
Saint” Club. But the question pre- 
sents itself: HOW DO YOU GO 
ABOUT SECURING THESE 
MEMBERS? Do you rely on a gen- 
eral parish announcement? Or, do 
you wait for them to come to you? 
Or, do you go out and get them? 


You will agree that members 
are the life blood of any organiza- 
tion. Without members an organi- 
zation just cannot exist. A very 
small percentage of people beg to 
join an organization most 
people expect to be invited to join 
or to be sold on the advantages of 
membership in the organization. 
Obviously, then, our organization 
— the CYO — needs a sales force. 


Membership Committee 


This sales force is known as the 
Membership Committee. To this 
committee is given the responsibil- 
ity of securing new members as 
well as keeping present members 
active and bringing back to activ- 
ity those who have become inact- 
ive. A Membership Committee 
should consist of a chairman ap- 
pointed by the president and 2a 
sufficient number of committee 
members appointed by the chair- 
man as are needed to carry out the 
responsibilities of the committee. 


Duties Of Committee 


This Membership Committee 
must: 

1) determine who are members of 
the organization which presupposes 
that an accurate record system is 
maintained by the organization; 


2) ascertain who are prospective 
members by conducting a survey 
or census of the eligible youth of 
the parish; 

3) personally contact these 

ung people and invite them to 

in the organization and sell them 
on the merits of the organization; 


4) call upon deliquent members 
and invite them back to an active 
status. 


How Long? 


How long has it been since any 
organized action was taken along 
youth membership lines in your 
parish? You answer that and you 


will probably answer a lot of your 
youth work problems.
